Official against whom the independ- 
ent faction of the state aimed the 
proposed recall, bore signatures ' in 
the following number:-For recall of 
Governor L. J. Frazier, 73,893; Atty 
Gen. Wm. Lemke, 73,237 and John 
Hagen,'commissioner of agriculture 
and labor, 73,187. 


The signatures necessary for call- 


ing of a recall election in 
North 


Dakota must equal 30 per cent .if 
the number of voters who cast bal- 
lots for governor at the lasj general 
election or in this case 68,881 sig- 
natures.

cutive of North Dakota since the 
Non-partisan league obtained the 
political balance of power in this 
state in 1916. Lasffal! he defeated

WASHINGTON — Kepenl of the 


income surtax rate of one percent on 
net incomes of more thanj $5,000 and 
less than $6,000 was agreed upon to- 
day by the senate finance commit- 
tee. 
Reductions also were made in 


a number of other brackets up to the 
maximum of 32 per cent previously 
agreed upon. 


The committee adopted the houue 


plan of taxing life insurance com- 
panies except that the corporation 
income tax to be paid would toe at 
the rate of 15 per cent instead of 
12% per cent, Tliis tax -would be 
made retro-active to last Jan. 1, but 
the present taxes on premiums -would 
not be repealed until next Jan. 1. 
Fire, marine, and all insurance com- 
panies would be taxed as at present 
except that the income rate would 
be 15 per cent instead of 10 per 
cent. 


Under another change made in the 


house bill, tax payers. other 
than 


corporations realizing gains through 
the sale of capital assets would pay 
at the rate of 16 per cent instead of 
12% per cent as proposed by the 
house while those' sustaining & net 
Joss on such sales would be per- 
mitted to deduct the entire loss, in- 
stead of only 12% per cent'of it. 


The new rates as agreed upon by 


the committee follow: $6,000 to $8,- 
000 one per cent instead of 2; $8,000 
to $10,000, 2 per cent instead of 3; 
$10,000 to $12,000, S per cent in- 
stead of 4; $12,000 to $14,000 4 per 
cent instead of ?5; $14,000 to $16,-, 
000, 5 per cent instead of 6; $16,000 
to $18,000, 6 per cent instead of 7; 
$18,000 to $20,000, 7 per cent in- 
stead of 8; $20,000 to $22,000,10 per 
cent instead of 9; $22,000 to $24,000 
11 per cent instead of 10, $24,000 to 
$26,000, 12 per cent instead of 11; 
$26,000 to $28,000, 13 per cent in- 
stead of 12; $28,000 to ?30,<300, 14

says. 


The production of Wisconsin hon- 


ey up to Sept. 1 amounted to 4,144,- 
000 pounds, according to the month- 
ly report. 
This compares with 5,- 


281,000 pounds produced 
in 1920 


and 5,424,000 in 1910.
